RESOLUTION  FOR  THE  APPROPRIATION  OF 
PROPERTY. 


RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana: 

That  it  is  deemed  desirable  and  necessary  to  acquire 
the  use  and  the  fee  simple  title  of  real  estate  for  the  purpose 
of  forming  a pool  or  storage  reservoir  for  storing  water  for  re- 
serve purposes  to  supply  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  with  water  for 
domestic  and  commercial  purposes,  by  condemning  and  appropriating 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  flooding  the  same  and  using  same  for 
water  storage  and  protecting  the  pool  so  formed  for  a reserve 
water  supply  for  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  which  real  estate  is 
specifically  described  as  follows:

providing  for  a margin  of  land  along  such  pool  so  formed.
